N. D . — Since the foregoing account was handed Mr. Davison, a claim has been made 
by the clerk of the peace for the sum of 5 /. 5 s., being for the expense of furnishing to 
the sheriff a copy for each booth of the freeholders of the county ; had this been furnished 
earlier, it would have been included in the account. 

There were seven booths in all ; three were erected of wood in the hall of the court- 
house and the courts themselves, and the grand jury apartments made the four others, and 
also the hustings and assessor’s room.

Number of Booths erected : 

Ten ; viz. seven for polling, one for sheriff and his assessor, and two for mao-istrates to 
administer the qualification oath to Roman-catholics. 

Description and situation of Booths : 

The criminal and civil courts in the King’s Old Castle, Cork, and the court in the 
guildhall of the city of Cork, constituted three of the polling-booths. 

The basement story of the Exchange, temporarily fitted up, formed two other booths the 
same being wooden constructions. The two remaining polling-booths were formed in 
apartments in the city of Cork guard-house, by inclosing parts of same with timber. 

A portion of the county grand jury-room was fitted up as a booth for the sheriff, by 
palisadoing and planks and props.
